THE BYLAW 



Although the pound bylaw nay be 
a sericus mattes to many of the rsi- 
deats who suffer annoyance through 
continued infraction of it, there are 
humoiaus incidents in connection with 
it, and they generally acCur when any 
attempt at enforcement is made 
which, needless to say, is at rate in¬ 
tervals Here is cat : Not many days 
(go the town man got after the own¬ 
er of some roaming stock and order¬ 
ed him to k«ep '* within beunds. The 
owner informed the town man that he 
taw no reason for so doing as the 
horses owned by the town were among 
the worst offenders ,and as soon as he 
raw that something was being dene to 
control those animals he would .‘hink 
about doing something with his own. 

So there you are. As to what lan¬ 
guage the answer was couched in we 
cannot say, but we imagine that it 
would be in terms more foreihle than 
pol ! «e; at any rate we hope it was. 
The enforcing of a bylaw by a coun¬ 
cil who do not apply it to their own 
stock is a mighty poor affair and re¬ 
minds one of tbo person who, on be¬ 
ing called to hook for ins-pbriety, re¬ 
quested his fhock to follow the light 
and not the lantern. If .'he council are 
going to aHow their own horses the 
freedom of tie village other stock is 
going to have the same privilege, and 
cn the object lesson no one can say 
or do anything. 51* those who object 
(o the non-enforcement of the bylaw 
must grin and bear it. Nothing else 
repsains to he done unless- they too 
get some stock and turn it loose, 
proudly oonscious of the fact thafr in 
so doing they are following the lead 
w( by the sponsors of a bylaw in¬ 
tended to check that sort of thing. 
Then we would live in a teal, old time 
backwoods town with nothing wanting 
but ths bellman. 


Food Control Board; rather has the 
great conservation of food been 
brought about by people who thought 
along pr'riotic lines; people who 
would lather consider the needs of 
ths Empire than the needs of 
themselves.

On< 
expected better from the departmen 
which, by its recommendations ha 
forced fruit fiom a mr’ter of luxur; 
to a sheer necessity. The whole trem 
of orders has been to substitute frui 
and vegetables for less perishahl 
foodstuffs, and the people have fol 
lowed those orders. The result ha 
been « stiffening of price in fruit an> 
vegetables- until the situation dc 
mends relief. But none is forthcom 
ipg. The people who relieved export 
able foodstuffs for diipment are bland 
ly informed that there is no help fo 
them. Doubtless they can go on un 
til, the stuff is cut of sight. 

But why not some relief? Las 
year,—and things are no better thi 
year,—British Columbia growers wer 
paid $16.00 a ton for tomatoes whicl 
were retailed with a bare margin o 
profit in Vulcan at thirty cents i 
pound, or $600.00 a ton. Jurt thin! 
of it. Where did the enormous profi 
go to ? Not to the farmer and nc 
!o th* retailer; and the only othe 
men left is the middleman. Now al 
fruV grow n goes through the saim 
uioeess of being jacked up in price a 
.hese tomatoes did. We have to pa; 
exorbitant prices for the sake of rome 
body who neither grows or sells bu 
merely ?hips and delivers. Is it fo 
the sake of this ‘somebody’ that frui 
remains a luxury? We wish wt 
could think differer'ly, but peopl, 
hardly expect to be requested to ea' 
luxuries during war time, and thei 
see them remain luxuries. .The sug 
gestion is unfair in whatever wa; 
you look at it. The people have beei 
behind the food controller patriot 
ically and wholeheartedly, and nov 
that there is an opportunity foi 
the food controller to go* behind th< 
people he refuses to do it. There 
seems to be a penalty et either enc 
of the scheme; if you do wrong yov 
get fined and if you do right yoi 
have to pay exorbitant prices. It it 
n*t what is generally understood a 
playing the gone.

ARE WE DOWNHEARTED? 


The average farmer hereabouts ii 
tot worrying unnecessarily about th» 
hort crop of 1918. Some, but they 
■re in the minority, will ray that ag 
iculture is somewhat uncertain. Not- 
vVhstanding these crop failures then 
■re meny who do not concur in theii 
■pinion. The history of all newly ret¬ 
ied areas is one of disappointment? 
vnd failures. Who does not remembei 
he early conditions in portions oi 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, wh;r 
’aimers abandoned their farms and 
ought property in r.‘her parts of the 
•ountry, only to regret their decision 
n a year as two? Those who stayed 
volved systems of farming that met’ 
he situation and tided .‘hem over ad 
•erse years, and they are now on a 
lermanently prosperous basis. Those 
if our people who are from across the 
ine will also recall the steady trek of 
irairie schooners from the state of 
Caneas. These people told harrowing 
tales of crop failures in Kansas, in the 
■arly “nine.‘ies," yet it is an estab- 
ished fact that Kansas is today one 
if the most prospeious agricultural 
dates in the U. S. From this know- 
’edge of the past in other countries 
ve have the r.'most faith that Alber¬ 
ta will develop into a similarly pros¬ 
perous country such a6 is to be found 
in many of the very best agricultural 
states across the line. In the mean¬ 
time prepare for the 1919 season when 
the farmers will no doubt reap a crep 
.‘hat will more than make up for this 
year’s deficiency'. 


In conversation with several farm- j 
ers on Saturday last relative to crop 
conditions we were somewhat inter¬ 
ested in the various viewpoints. While 
all of them agreed that the drouth 
was a serious one, yet when they got 
down to brass tacks, they agreed 
that they would reap some kind of a 
crop. One fanner was .‘hen cutting a 
very good 60 acre crop of fall rye, 
and he expected a fairly good yield 
for his oats and barley. Another was 
satisfied he would get from 10 to 15 
bushels of wheat per acre off his 
summerfallow land. One brought in 
i sample of wheat heads that had ap¬ 
parently escaped the frost, as the 
kernels looked plump and full of nu¬ 
triment. He expected ID bushels to 
the acre. Some of the grain is very 
short and resort will have to be made 
with the mower to cut the same. There 
is an apparatus recently got out for 
use on mowers for cutting sho:.‘ 
grain that will help to solve the dif¬ 
ficulty of gathering short crops. It 
can be attached to the cutting bar 
and by - he use of a trip a loose bun¬ 
dle is deposited on the ground. This 
will serve. to keep the straw more or 
less free from lumps of dirt, etc. 
Some of this grain crop is every short 
hut the quality of grain is rather sur¬ 
prising, so that when final returns 
are in, : .t will be a surprise to many 
'hat a crop could be produced this 
year.

EXPLAINS HIS FISHING TRIP 
Editor Advocate: 

Sir,—Recently Mr. Fintland and 
myself were unfortunate to fall into 
the hands of the law for contraven¬ 
tion of the Fisheries Act. So unjust 
ind garbled is the account of the 
mr.‘ter published in several Calgary 
papers, I am sending you this as a 
news item. 

Tuesday (16th) Mr. Fintland of 
Reid Hil, and 1 went to Millarsvilh 
on business, intending to spend th< 
evening fishing. On the way \v< 
caught a supply of small suckers, 2< 
miles away from where we fished for 
trout, for bait, and when we left th< 
river we threw away .‘he unused am 
rotting minnows. These were found 
by the fish warden, who jumped at 
the conclusion that we had seined the 
river and wantonly left a large num¬ 
ber of small trout to die and waste. 

Our catch for two days’ fishing plu: 
.‘he fish we ate at camp, was 39 trout 
caught by hook and line. 

On our arrival -home we learned 
that a provincial police detective arm 
ed with a search warrant, had visited 
the house several times. Leaving oui 
catch and minnow net exposed tc 
view I immedirtely started fov th< 
police barracks to investigate the 
complaint, sending word to the detec¬ 
tive that he would find me there. Un 
fortunately but unknown to us, our 
cr.‘ch contained several fish under le 
gal measurement, and these were mea 
surd after being cleaned, salted and 
laid on ice. All Ash I considered un¬ 
der nine inches I had returned to the 
river. Having the fish in my posses¬ 
sion I pleaded guilty to the one 
charge, the court promising me the 
right to make an explanr.*ion to the 
provincial police inspector when he 
arrived to conclude the adjourned 
case. 

We had ample time to dispose of 
our catch. No witnesses were pro¬ 
duced against us and we gladly lent 
assistance in the execution of the 
law. The judge refused to confiscate 
my minnow nei when requested to do 
so by the prosecutor. 

I dislike to have my Vulcan friends 
believe me guilty of the crimes alleg¬ 
ed and will be greatly pleased if you 
will publish a true account of the af¬ 
fair.

MAKE THE MOST 

OF YOUR ROUGHAGE 

Much Valuable Feed Can Be 
Saved By Good 
- \ Management 

(By W. F. Stevens, Live Stock Com- 
missioner). 

The recent rains will start a new 
growth on many fields which a week 
-tgo gave little, if anyAsigns of pro- 
Jucing even forage. oj>e or two ad- 
Jitional rains will produce a crop 
.vorlli cutting. 

If this crop is left to stand until 
winter in the hope of utilizing it as 
winter parfurage, it will prove a dis¬ 
appointment, because It will still be 
.o tender and succulent thj>t it will 
possessJess than half its feeding val¬ 
ue after the frost strikes it. It would 
be much better to cut it as green 
feed, even though scarcely headed 
out, but it would be even better to 
mow it as hay and take it up imme¬ 
diately and stack it along with alter¬ 
nate loads of last year’s straw. Hand¬ 
led in this way it will retain much 
more of its nutriment than it will if 
left to lie in the sun to dry, and the 
straw will he rendered more palatable 
and digestible because of its contact 
with this succulent feed. Both will be 
further improved if from three to five 
pounds of common salt are applied to 
each load of green hay. 

The hay supply in the north coun¬ 
try is enormous. The demand in the 
south is likewise enormous, and in or- 
ler to make sure that the available 
;upp)y of hay that is within hauling 
distance of a railway station shall be | 
sufficient to meet requirements, the j 
best possible use must be made of 
what feed exists in the south coun¬ 
try. Meadows both in the north and j 
south that were formerly looked up¬ 
on as too small to bother-with must | 
be made use of What remains of! 
last year’s straw crop must be re-1 
quisitioned, and if mixed with this j 
year’s August growth, as suggested 
shove, it will materially aid in re¬ 
lieving the situation.

He could understand why 
pork and beef should increase in 
price, but there was. nothing to ex¬ 
cuse the enormous increase in fish. 
The Almighty had supplied the wa¬ 
ters of the Pacific Coast with salmon, 
halibut, white fish, etc., as well as 
food for their sustenance and was 
entirely wrong that those engaged in | 
that work should take advantage of 
the present situation by increasing the 
price to a poirt where the average 
man could not afford to buy the same. 

We understand that municipal fish 
markets will be opened in the larger 
centres throughout Canada, whereby 
the people will be able to get fish at 
the same price obtained in Vancou¬ 
ver plus freight.
